We may add to this, that it can be 
proved by words plain enough in the 
torm of the Commisſions, tor the 
Command of High Admiral ct Eg- 
land ; that the Sea for whoſe Detence 
he was appointed by the King of E7z- 
laza, whois Lord and Sovereign of 1t, 
was cver bounded towards the South by 
the Shorcs of Aquitarm, Normandy, and 
Picaray ; for although thote Countries 
ſometimes in the Poſſesfion of the Eng- 
liſh are now loſt, and for many years 
under the Juriſdiftion of the Frexch,

Tormentors, for their Cruelties I am confi- 
dent are far tranſcending the Turkiſh Ex- 
tremities, and 1 know their wiperons rmmclt- 
nations to the Englith will zot be conſuma- 
ted untill their compleated Tury ſhall ſurfeit 
zt ſelf into an unparalleld Revenge. 

Many dayes were they thus Tor- 
mented, and ſome of them being moſt 
ſadly troubled with the Flux, theſe un- 
mercitull people would not let them 
out of their Bolts, but compelled them 
to uſe the ſame Diſh to receive their 
Excrements, in which all of them con- 
ſtantly did cat their meat ; theſe things 
were unfſavoury indeed, but theſe In- 
humane Creatures would not be ſen- 


ſible of their Calamities ; Ar the laſt ir 


pleaſed God, that ſome Exgliſh Ships 
{ayling that way, and being informed 
what the Dutch had acted at. Laztore,one 
of the Captains, Captain F:tz Herbert 
by Name, ſent to the Dutch ro Demand 
the Priſoners, who being conveyed ro 
His Ship , he wondcred at their un- 

THOSE VEE 
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11ghtly complexion, ad the lameneſs 


_ of their bodies, the one being eaten in 


with Irons, and the other quite decay- 
cd for want of cating ; Þy his means 
their Releaſe being obtained, they had 
liberty to depart to tne Ifland of Poll-- 
700. 

And here they continued not long, 
but the Dutch who would have no Fa- 
ctories in the Eaſt-1zdzes but their own, 
did again ſeize upon them, and having 
plandred *rhem to their very ſhirts, 
they Impriſoned them in a Caſtle 
which was in that Iſland, where they 


continued enduring many Extremities 


until the noiſe of their ſufferings, and 
durance being again divulged , they 
were again relieved by ſome Epzl:ſh 
ſhips that paſſed that way ; And the 
reaſon why they uſed ſo much cruelty 
ro the Exglifh, being demanded, no 0- 
ther thing being to be laid unto their 


Charge , but onely their buying of 


Cloves npon the Iſlands; the Dutch at 
their Diſcharge told the Priſoners,that 
in regard they were the firſt Engl:ſh- 
Men that ever they took buying of 


Cloycs upon that Iſland , they were 


willing 
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of the Sea, further Aſſerted. I4i * 
willing to ſpare their lives, but if for 
the time to come, they ſhould eyer 
take an Englijþ-Man in the ſame na- 
tare, they would not be ſo favourable 
as tohang him, but they would whip 
him to Death ; And ſpeaking in con- 
tempt of the Expliſh, they have been 
heard to ſpeak words to this Effet - 
Alas ! what 1s Exgland it compared to 
our High and Mighty States of the Nea- 
therlapds, we know that we have Ships 
enough to block up all the Exglifh, and 
if any difference ſhould ariſe, the proof 
ſhould manifeſt the truth , for they 
would ſhow us what the Dutch Men 
were, tf ever they could find opportu- 
nity to put their Deſigns in Agitation ; 
The Authour of this Diſcourſe to ſhow |. 
the candour of his {pirit, inthe repre- ,,** 2 
\ | ſentation of ſo {ada ſubje& ; 7 prote#, 
ſaith he, and ſhall be ready at any time to 
Tuftifie it with my life, that I hawe not ex- 
preſſed any thing but what is really correſ- 
pordent to the truth, and I am wery much aſ- 
tured, that there be thoſe now living, who 
can teſtifie with me the many Tragical De- 
ſigns, that hawe not ozely been afted 07 us, 
but up07 74a) others. © 
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Neither was this their. Arrogancy, 
and Cruelty expreſſed to the Ezzliſh a- 
fone, but the Inhabitants of Chia have 
had the ſad Experience of it, it being 
the common practiſe of the Dutch to 
ſeize upon their Veſlels 'as they came 
down to Traffique in thoſe Rivers, and 
and having plundered their ſhips, to 
drown the Men. _ I 

In the year, One thouſand {ix hun- 
dred and ſeventeen, the Inhabitants of 

the Banda Iſlands, made a Preſent to 
Captain Bal, at that time Preſident of 
Bantam , and beſought him that he 
would ſo far be pleaſed to compal- 
fionare their ſorrowfull conditions, as 
ro accept of their Preſent, and receive 
their lilands into his Juriſdiftion, by 
defending them from the Tyrannies of 
the intruding and unmercitul Ho/{ar- 
ders, whole practiſe it was, daily to cx- 
att upon them, and to murther them at 
their pleaſures, and to abule their 
Wives whiles themſclyes were infor- 
ced to look on, and not dare in the leaſt 
to reſiſt them ; Moreover their Drun- 
kenneſs was ſuch, and ſo habitual to 
them, that it was almoſt a IRE 0 
cC 
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{ce them ſober ; they told him, if he 
were pleafed' to accept of what they 
proffered, he ſhould very much oblige 
chem, and no wayes prejudice himſelf 
nor the Eypliſþ Nation, To which 


Caprain Za// replyed, that he much la- 


mented their misfortune, but in regard 
that they had made a ſurrender of their 
Hand already to the Dutch, 1t.was not 


conſonant to Reaſon, that he ſhould, 
take away thar by force from the Dutch, 


which they had obtained by fayour, 
he therefore deſired themy to ceaſe 
their importunity ; to which the Baz- 
daneſes replyed, that it that were all the 
obſtacle, it might eaſily. be removed, 
for they generally proteſted, they ne- 
ver gave the leaſt conſent to the Hol- 
landers to poſſeſs their Iflands, but that 
they wilfully and violently entred up- 
on them without their conſent, and 
though that oftentimes they had deſt- 
red, yet the Dutch had neyer received 
any afſurance of ſubmiſſion from 
them, the unworthinefs of therr -Afti- 


ons having deterred the Pandapeſes 


from condeſcending to their perſwait- 
ons, Hereupon Caprain Za!! became 
willing 
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willing to receive them into his Pro- 
rection to the great comfort of the af- 
flicted Indians, TT, 
Captain Zall continued Preſident 
not long after, tor Captain Tourdar Ar- 
rived with Sir Thomas Dazles Fleet, in 
the year, 1618. at What time Captain 
Ball was commanded home ; * howto- 
ever the Cruelrics againſt the poor Bazx- 
deneſes in many of their Hlands (ti! 
continued, and grew to ſuch a height, 
that they hardly could be parallel'd, 
and for no other cauſe, but that their 
Aﬀections were ſo gencrally, and fo 
fervently expreſſed rowards the Eng- 


liſh. 
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the taking of the Chiet Town in the 
Ifland of Zaztore, and how barbarouſly 
the Dutch dealt with the Engliſh Factory 
there; It is worthy your obſervation, 
that the greateſt part of the Inhabitants 
flying for their ſafety into the higheſt 
Hills of that Iſland, were courted by 
the Dutch to ſubmit, and ſurrender 
themſelyes, and that they ſhould be 
received into favour and protection ;

tended no good to him, he gaye order 
to prepare for the Encounter, fully re. 
{ſolving to fight it out to the laſt Man, 
rather then to yield himfelt to the un- 
merciful hands of his Inſulting and Ap- 

Yroaching Enemies; the Dutch ſum- 
moned the Exzl;ſh to deliver the Ships 
upon fair Quarter, but Captain 7ourdan 
a well complexioned Man, who had a 
great heart in a little body, abſolutely 
refuſed ro yield upon any Condition 
whatſoever. The Dutch pretending 
to be unwilling. toſhed blood, called 
out to the Exzl:ſh, and told them, that 
they knew very well that little Cap- 
tain Tourdap was there, and deſired 
them to perſwade him to Parley with 
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them ; Captain Tourdan bei: NT inform- 
ed of 1 it; retuted to have an Y conference 
with chem ; WARTEUPOn Ley delired 
t1at he wauld but ſhow himielf upon 
the Jy pi Deck, thar by a tair com- 


plyance they mi, zht ſtop the effuſion of 


blood, which otherwiie muſt come to 
pats; Vhereupon Captain Jourdap 
(thinking that to | peak witi them 
could not much prejuucice him ) did 
ſhow himſelf on the Quarter Deck, & 
after the exchange of {ome few wards: 
rold rhem, that he knew the Juſtice of 
his Cauſc, and the Injuſtice of Thetrs, 
and was reſolved to fight it out : The 
Hollander alledging that their ſtrength 
was far greater ”then his, and 1t was ra- 
ther Dctparatenets then true Valvur 
ro fight upon ſuch a Diladvantage ; it 
prevailed nothing at all with _ aptain 
Tourdsn, who told them, he queſtioned 
not hits own ſtrength, but was relolved 
to fight it out, and to leave the t1c- 
ceſs unto God: The Dutch finding him 
intractable to their Demands, did hold 
him ſtill in Diſcourſe, until a Muſguer 
Bullet from one of their thips laid him 
dead upon the Deck, as he was in Par- 
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ley withthem : Ar that very inſtant of | 


time, - whether by -Treachery , 'or by 
Accident tt 1s uncertain, a part of our 
othcr Enlijþ Ship called the Hound, was 
blown up, and many of vur Men Mmor- 
rally hurt; the Amazement was 10 
oreat, that the Enijhwere intorced to 
yield to the mercy of their Enemies, 
who having taken them, did cauſe 
them to be laden with bolts,” and did 
not allow thenr fo much favour as to 
the Heathen, for they were permitted 
to walk up and down with a chain of 
Iron, which is far more eaſie then t5 
ve in born © = - -- - 
"Thus may we obſerve, what injury 
and wrong we have all along ſuſtained 
by the Dutch; who have got many of 


thoſe: Hands where now they have 


ſeared themſelves - by cruelty - and 
blood-ſhed , and by murthering the 
Exeliſh and their Friends ; Theft: 1n- 
deed are fad Relations, and though dil- 
mall in themſelves, they are but the 
Prologues to the Tragedy at Amboy.

he knew nothing at all of it : Being. 
then delivered again into the hands of 
the Executioner, the ſenſe of the late 
Torture ſo prevailed upon him, that he 
confeſſed all to be true which they had 
ſpoken,” Being thus reſpited, he was 
demanded, whether the Prefident of 
the Engliſh at 7accatra, or Maſter Welder 
Agent for the Expliſh at Zanda were not 
privy to the buſineſs ; ro which he a-. 
gain anſwered, No ;' Afterwards the 


Fiſcal propounded other Interrogaro- 
ries

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ries unto him, and percetving that Col- 
Las knew not what anſwer to make, 
he helped him to confeſs thoſe things 
which he thought moſt condncing to 
| his purpoſe. 


Next to him was- Samuel Colſon 


brought in, who for fear of the pair 
when he ſaw EdpardCollinscome forth, 
choſe rather to deny nothing that was 
propounded to him then undergo the 
ſorments of Fire and Water in the 
Arteſtation of his Innocence : But hz 
Clark was of another Reſolution , he* 
| was no ſooner brought in by the Soul- 
diers and Officers, but by and by he 
was heard to make a hideous and a-la- 
mentable complaint, which continued 
for the ſpace of two hours, during 
which time as they abated or increaſed 
his Torments, he diminiſhed or dou- 
bled his cryes at the Senſe and hotrour 
of his Sufferings. The two Elements 
of Fire and Water, although merciles 
of themſelves, by making their Fury 


more deliberate, were here inſtradted- 


tobe more unmercifull, whiles actu- 
'rate cruelty did torment ever inven- 
tion it {elf ro: rotment the Ianocent ; 

Ed - The 
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The Rack ordained for the confeſſion 
of great and grievous Offences is of- 
tentimes but an unfaithfull diſcoverer 
of thera ; for whiles men are put to 
thole rorments, which Fleſh and Blood 
are not able to endure, they contels 
thoſe crimes which their Fleſh and 


Blood were no wayes acceflary to. 


Two hours was this poor Man under 
the torment of Fire and Water, yet 
confeſſed not any thing, at which his 
Tormentors being amazed, they did 
cut off his hair, thinking belike, that 
the ſtrength of his Reſolution lay in his 
hair, when indeed ir lay in the Juſtice 
of his Cauſe, and the Innocence of his. 
Conſcience, Afterwards they hoyſed: 
him up again, and with lighted candles 
they did burn him in the bottom of his 
teer, untill the moiſture that dropped 
from them did pur our the candles, yet 
even then they applyed fre(h lights 
unto him ; They burnt him alſo in the 


elbows, and in the palms of his hands, 


and ſo horridly under his arm-pits , 
that his Inwards might evidently be 
{cen; Ar the laſt, when they percci- 


ved that he could make no handſome, 
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Confeſſion, they led him along with queſtions 

of particular circumſtances which they had fra- 
med of themſelves z And being wearied and 
Overcome-with. Torments, he atlaſt, according 
to their own.wiſhes, made Anſwer ro whatto- 
ever they. demanded of him.- - Being-then re- 
leaſed from his Martyrdom, they ſent him-out 
by four Negroes, who carried him between them- 
to a Dungeon, where helay five dayes without. 
any Chyrutgian todreſs his wounds, untill his: 

feth betng putrified.great Maggots cxeeped and 
dropped from him in a moſt loathſom, and noys

. .In the like: manner, the reſt were all Examis 
ned, but.none of them were. ſo heavily Tortus 
red, for ſome of them to avoid the Torment, 
made ſuddain Conteſſions, others at the firit or. 
ſecond drenching with the water, Anſwered ro. 
all the Interrogatories of the Fiſcal. . Captain 
Tonerſon himſelf being reſerved among{t. the. 
laſt, untillthe Torments of thoſe that were Ex- 
amined before him might Rack out ſomething 
from them rhat might Evidence againſt Him,. 
was brought into the Court, wheretheſe youn-. 
kers of Holard,. like. another Council of Rehc-- 
baam fate in Judgement upon Him,. ke deeply; 
did proteſt h1s Innocence, to Encounter whuct” 
they produced the Periqus and Confeſſions .of: 
| M Samet 
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Samuel Colſon, William Grizgs, and: John Fardo, 
Samuel Colſox being told, that unleis he would 
make good his former: Contefſion againſt Cap- 
tain Toperſon,he ſhould be commanded agatn ro 
the Torture of Fire and. Vater, did coldly and 
faintly re-affirm what before be {aid,and fo was 
diſmiſſed ; the other two being brought tacc to 
face before Captain Towerſoz, he charged them, 
as they would Anſwer it at the dreadful Day. of 


ſudgement to ſpeak nothing bur the truth, at 


which both of them trembled down; upon their 
knees, and beſought him for Gop's ſake to for- 

ive them , they openly acknowledged that 
that whatſoever they formerly. -had confeſſed 
was moſt falſe, and ſpoken only to:avoid the 
Torment ; Upon thele words the Fiſcal, and 
the reſt of this High Court of Juſtice did com- 
mand them. again to the Torture, which they 
would not endure, but afirmed their former 
Confeſſion to be true, © © 

I do find this Torment was ſo terrible to Fleſh 
and Blood, that it even ſtartled the Courage of 
Captain Towerſoz himielf,, who either to avoid. 
the horrourof the Torment,or the infamy of it, 
confeſſed ſome words: which the Faftor of Cam- 
bells 1n the Ifle of Seran, Maſter John weatherall 
ſhould ſpeak,. who being ſent for, and Exami- 
ned on:the;day. following, the Captain was

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brought forth to-juſtifie what before he had con= 

tefled, whodetiring Mr. Weatheral to ſpeak the 

rruth, and-nothing bur the cruth as God ſhould 

put it into his heart ; Mr, Weatheral was in a 

great Amazement, and being ordered to.under- 

gothe torture .of water, and told, that if water 
would not make him to confe(s, fire ſhould ; he 
. prayed them to tell him what he ſhould ſay, or, 
to write down what: they, themſelves pleaſed, 
and he would ſubſcribeunto ir ; but being told. 
that he needed no Tutor, and that they would 
make him to confeſs of himielt, having hoyſted. 
him up four ſeveral times, and perceived that 
he knew not what to fay, they did read into, 
him the Confeffion of the other Men that had. 
been Examined, and aſked him from point to. 
point, and he obſerving very well which way 
the world did go, and that his Life muſt become 
a Sacrifice to the Rage and Rapine of the Dutch, 
did ſtill anſwer yeauntoall. _ _. 

_ Onthe. 26 of February old file, the Prifaners 
were all brought into the great Hall of the Ca« 
{tle to be prepared for death, by their Miniſters, 
being ſolemnly Condemned the day before ,. 
tome tew of them found mercy, and had their. 
lives ſaved ; Captain Towerſoz, was kept apart 
from the reſt, and ſo was Mr, E122 Toxſon, 
but tome of them by; writing found the 'oppor- 
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tunity to leave a Teſtimony of their Innocence 
behind, among(t whom was Captain Towerſor, 
who in the end of a Bill or Obligation wrote 
theſe words ; Firmed by the Firm of me Gavric!

Will;am Griggs, alfo did leave a paper to be ſerit 
toMr, Wel4en Agent at Banda, which came at- 
terwards into his hands ; the Tenour of it was.

We whoſe Names are here ſpecified, John Beau- 
mont, William Griggs, Abel Price, Robcrr 
Brown, Priſozers in the Rotterdam, 6ezng appre- 
hended for Conſpiracy for blowing up the Castle of 
Amboyna, betnp adjudged to Death, were through 
Torment conſftrarned to ſpeak , that which we newer 
meaned or imagined the which we take upon our deaths 
and ſalvation, for they tortured us with that extreame

| Ir is obſervable, thar.being brought into the 
Yard, therr Sentence was'there read unto them 
from a Gallery, and from thence they were car- 
ried to the place of Execution, together with 
Nine Japoxs and one Poptupal, whom their {pe- 
clous malice to give a' better pretenſ(e-unto 
their cruelty, had contriyed to be of the fame 
Canfederacy : 'They did not go the ordinary 
and ſhort way, but round about through the 
Town, and were guarded with five Companies 
of Souldiers, Dutch and Amboyners, and the Na- 
tives of the Ifland flocked together to behold 
this Triumph' of the Datch over the Innocent 
and Condemned Ezzl:fh.'

thy Heavenly Joyes ;- At which words every one 
ot the reſt cryed out, Amer for me, Amen for me, 
good Lord, This being ſaid, each of them know- 
ing whom-they had Accuſed, addreſſed them- 
ſelves one ungo another, begging forgivencts 
for their falfe Accuſations, being wreſted from 
them cither- by the pain, or by the fear of Tor- 
ture; whereupon they all of them treely did 
forgive one another, for none of them had been 
ſotallely Acculed, but he himſelf had as falſely 
Accuſcd another. - In particular George Sharrock 
kneeled down to Johz Clark and craved forgive- 
neſs at his hands, who freely .did forgive him, 
Saying, How ſhall I Ioof to be forgiven of God, if I 
ſhould not forgive you, having my ſelf ſo falſely Ac- 
euſed Captain Towerion azd Others, This Maſter 
Colſon had contriveda Prayer in writing which
